In particular , he 
named Prof* Oloxu Korbut sc h and hie wife as the "moot nasty" of ulJ. of them 
in Bilodiu's "pre.umlation" Mrs. Uorbatsoh turned out to be even "more 
clover iuul dangerous" than her husband. In CHOP most of the delegates wore 
t iieuro uglily searched.
